A LOBS OF TBB fOSESTr -- 

Vlaltod l37 tho Lord Mayor of Loadou- 
A Suko's Bot-Srivinsr a. Ooach and 
Six Throuerli an Oak, 

The Lord Mayor of London, with 
thf) other coiuniiHsioiuTs of Ejipiiig For- 
est, have been viKiting Iho Duko of 
'Portland's Welbeck estate, which i.s 
widely known for tho grandeur of ita 
treea iSlomcof the timher grown in 
the parlc ■;^tf^r8" ftgo'waa used in build- 
ing St. Paul's Cathedra], and at tho 
Abbey there is still preserved a letter 
writen by Sir Christopher N\'reii, wiio, 
coniiuunicatiiig with the Duko of New 
castle's agent, in lG0i3, sends tho di- 
loensioiis of, the beatiis lioirequires for 

"'the Voof'bf the edifice, and adds that 
ho "expects this season but ten of the 
great trees." The "Cireendale oak'" in 

. "Welbeck Park is ciillod "the Arethu.su- 
lah .of Tree«," and writing of it in 
1790, in his "Descriptions and Sketches 
of remarkablio oaks' •^t'^^eUJeck," "Ma- 
jor Rook said the tree was then 
thought to be 700 jrears old. In 
1724, an opening was rimde in this oak 
large enough to allow a carringo, or 
tiireo horsemen ftl)n'r.st, to pans 
through it. At that time the girth of 
the ancient tree above the arch was 
nearjy_36 ft, the height of the arch 
was 11 feet, and the topmost branches 
were 54 feet from the ground. Al- 
though crippled with age and some 
rough treatninnt. the "Greendnio oak" 
still flourishes. It Iiu.s, lil{e some old 
men, to be propjied up, hut its boughs 
are yet green, and ita foliage bright. 

.The tirhbe^; taken frqnV the tree's bear^ 
in 1734 made iflto a cabinet for 
Che Counte.ss of Oxford, and this cabi- 
net, which is now at Welbeck, ivmtnins 
several inliiid pictures, one or two of 
which represent a former Duke of 
Portland driving a coach and si.\ 
horses through the cavity cut in the 
old oak's trunk. On the estate the 
^fjt6{!y; is told that His Grace in an af- 
^?''ter dinner frolic made tv- bet of 1,000 
' guineas that he could drive a coach and 
six through the body of the tree -ii'ith- 
out touching tho bark, and that ho ac- 
complished the feat and won the guin- 
eas. Tho cabinet, which is quite a 
work of ai't, also bears the following 
qaotationvf rem .

FORCED TO MEET THE BOUSE. 

Diirint; the aossiuii of 18S1 Mr. Ver- 
non intruJuoL'cl a bill wliich required tho 
governmoiit to moot tho iiouso not later 
thiui tho third ueuk in Jauii.iry in each 
yoar. The hill wua [lasscd to ita final 
stage wlion tho then louder of the ){ovcru 
unent-haviug giyot\j^, pledge, that the date 
should be adiiered to as nearly aa possible 
it was withdnnvn. That plod^o was vio- 
lated. The tie.xt session of the house, 
which wua its last, was not convened un- 
til tho 25th February; or live woolia later 
than tlio date fixed by iMr. Vernon's bill. 
This was chnracturizod at the time aa an 
evasion of tHo constitutional right of tho 
house, an inbxcusablu departure from its 
expreascd iiistrue' ion and a violation of a 
aolomn pledge of the leader of tho govorPi- 
nient. When tho now liouso was return- 
ed in July last, and it becnmo manifest 
that tlio government had been signally 
defeated at tho poUfi, there was early dis- 
covered on the part of tho. ministry a 
conspiracy to postpone tlio convening of 
piirlianiont till as late a date aa possible. 
The first stop toivarda tho attainment of 
this object was tlie seduction of AYilliam 
AKJisi'gOijJa . from party fealty by Mr. 
Beavrk. It wiM hoped that Rlr. Ait.M- 
MTitQNo would bring with him to tho sup- 
port of tho gOTorumont at least two ful- 
lowers. In tlio result it was seen that so 
far from haviny bronyht tho premier 
atroni;tli, he haa proved a source of 
weakness. He aits in the cabinet to day 
and cannot coinit a single supporter on 
the floor of the house, and the opposition 
felicitate themselves upon being well rid 
of a man who stood ready to grasp any 
premier by tho throat and scream "a 
portfcdio or your political life !" Thoae 
who ei'itt. parliament with " self and 
polf " as their guiding stars are undesir- 
able members of any party; and the day 
is faat approachini; in the i]<ditica of Brit- 
ish Columbia when political footpads will 
. fail to coninnind a majority of vutcs in 
any constituency. li:icked by his new 
reeruit, the premier presently threw out 
an advcrti.souicnl calling for tendora for 
th« building of a§GO,000 caisson, for the 
dry dock, which ivaa followed by another 
calling for tenders for tho completion of 
the dry dock. Tonders for the caisson 
were to be in by the SOth January, and 
for tiio dry dock by tho loth February. 
These date.i nro proof tl\i\t tho ^'overu- 
mont did not intend to meet tho iiouso 
until long after both contracts hud been 
let. Tho premier wanted to manipulate 
r- the. contracts, with what object will bo 
thoroughly undoratood. When question- 
ed aa to tho date on which the house 
■would moot, ho returned an evasivo 
' anawori When pressed ho declined to 
give any information whatsoever. Then 
came' tho now celebrated round robin. 
Alarmed by the evident intention of the 
government to involve the country still 
^more deeply in debt and enraged at tho 
j|vant of frankness on tlio part of tho first 
'• ininister, fifteen members signed a paper 
requesting the lieutenant-governor to 
convene tho house ." at. once." This 
round robin formed tho subject' of debate 
at several executive coiiiicila. The gov- 
ernment stoutly resisted what tho organ 
called at tho time "an iiuportiiieiice," 
and no later than yesterday "a piece of pre- 
sumption." The ministers had cogent 
" ' rieasona for resisting the demand!' If they 
could postpone the meeting of the house 
until the first of April or May it would 
mean just so many more dollars of salary 
to them; and, porhap», on the plea tjf the 
lateness of the session, they might then 
escape a merited punishment for their 
miadeeda. livery argument was doubt- 
less brought to bear to iniluenco His 
, Honor; but they would seem to have had 
little or no weight. Backed by the ro- 
quisition of tliree-liftha of tho iiouso, hia 
honor muat have felt very secure in his 
"■position which was atriedy within the 
limits of the constitution whilst iiis minis- 
t6r."3 were endeavoring to violate that iii- 
atruinent. The govorniiiont would seem 
at last to have yielded to popular pressure 
on one side and coiiatitutioiial preasure 
on the other. The "impertinence" and 
"presumption" of iifteoii of tho members 
had tlio eti'ect desired. The government 
yielded, as wo all along predicted they 
would have to, and last evening there ap- 
peared a (ta:.tite ij^/iiciji/i/K/j iy convening 
the legisluturo for the 25th January for 
•'dispatch of business. The country' is to 
> bp congratulated upon the triumph that 
a great constitutional principle has achiev- 
,_od 'oyer an unconstitutional ministry 
•which, it will bo seen when tho house 
shall have met, haa hold oflico aix montlis 
longer than tho constituoncica intended it 
should. The govornnient will collapse 
like a house of cards before the end of the 
.ihonth and aa tho miniators pnck up their 
"duds" and quit the oflicea they have 
long hold without a shadow of right, there 
will bo few who v.ill not bo ready to ex- 
claim, "gouil riddanco to bad rubbage. " 



FRENCH AOaJU'JSSlUN. 

The French, whoso military ambition 
and desire fur foreign uggrandiaoniont 
huyo^ been fot various reasons kept in 
restraint during the late Egyptian crisis, 
are apparently bent on seeking an open- 
ing in a new and totally different iiuar- 
tor. A good deal of indignation was re- 
cently ciiusod iu France by the receipt of 
neivi from Madagascar to the effect that 
the queen of that island had forbidden 
her aubjecta, under pain of impriaonnieiit 
. to Bull land to foreigners. Tliia was sup- 
; posed to bo aimed chiefly against tho 
I French, and their consul entered a formal 
protest against the decree, and loft the 
capi^^h V On September 11th .a body of 
5'rehch' ' marinda landed on the island 
and II fe\'.' days ago a telegram informed 
ua that an embassy despatched from jNla- 
dagascar had arrived at Marseilles. We 
now learn that the French press nre.in- 
aisting on tho conqueat of the island.

ist extensively and give hope that good 
coal may bo found in thoao localities. 
Small seams of coal matter have been 
found on tho road from Kamloops toward 
Nicola, a short distance from the North 
Thompson river.

FALL ASSIZES. 

[HctorL- Mr. Justic- JlcCreiglit.I 

ELEVENTH DAY. 

MoKDAY, Doc. 18. 

Tho court opened atll ".ni. 

Sir AL: B.'Begt>ii>.lO.*J'*' Hon. Justice 
Croase, fintl' Hon. IJustice VValkom occu- 
pied aeata on tho bench. 

I'llI.SONliHS hkntBKcud. 

Hon. Justice MoOrtjight opened court 
at 11 o'clock and immediately proceeded 
to sentence tliesevorul prisoners convicted 
during the assizes which comnioncud on 
tho 4th instant. 

Fook Sing, convicted ot an attempt ut 
housebreaking and larceny of key, was 
the first prisoner called. Hia lordship in 
giving sentence remarked that tho pri- 
soner had been found loitering about pro- 
miaes and that he must bo sentenced to 
two years iutho peuituiitiafy for the first 
oireiico and six iiioulhs imprisonment for 
stealing tho keys, tho last term to run on 
with tho former one. 

All Sam, Ah Hing and Ah Pah were 
next put in the dock for coiiapiriug in at- 
tempting to defraud tho revenue of tho 
province. Ah Hing said that he knew 
iiothilig about the law and that ho did not 
know he had done wrong. Ah Ftth aaid 
he hiid recently arrived from China and 
did Hot know ho was breaking the law. 
Ah Hing had nothing to say and lie was 
sentenced to 18 inontha on Ih-at count of 
the indiclmont and 18 months on each of 
Ihe other three counts — sentencoa to bo 
concurrent, that is 18 months on all tho 
counts. The other two prisoners received 
a similar aoiitonco. 

Charles Willimus w ho pleaded guilty to 
the chacge of a^fiouilting a policeman in 
the o.xocution of duty -.vliile arresting him 
was sentenced toa yearaiid eloven niontlia 
imiirisoiiiutiit with hard labor, his lord- 
ahio leiiiarkiiuj that thii ftrenee was a 
very aiu ioua one and two years waa the 
e.xtrenui iieiially the law allowed. 

Ijawieiice Mooney had iilao ple:idod 
guilty to robbing a till nud now wialied 
his iordsliip to take into conaidorulion tile 
fact that he had^ already boon live muiiths 
ill prison. 

'I'ho soiitenco was four ninnths' iinpris- 
oniiuiiit with luiid labor, Uiiiking nine 
nu'ullia confiuomcnt in all. 

Ah Saiii alias Ah iVUnv who pleaded 
guilty to breaking into a dwelling houso 
with intent to atuul had nothing to any 
and >vaa scintonced to throe years in the 
poriitontiary. 

Ah Fu alins Ah Jim for attempting to 
set tiro to the new Chinese theatre on 
Cormorant atreet was aunt to 10 yeara in 
the penitentiary, his lordship remark- 
ing tliat tho sontcnco was a severe oiio 
but it waa necessary in order to deter 
other Ohinauicii from committing the 
aamo crime. 

Ill tho case of Ah Foon convicted of 
stealing silver spoons from the 
Driard Uousu Mr. T. Davie wished to 
call attention of the court to the fact tlmt 
the prisoner ouglit not to ba punished 
twico for tho ollence by suil'oring impris- 
onment and by having his cue cut off as 
well, wliich would bo done if ho were 
sent to the penitentiary. He was anxi- 
ous to save tho prisoner that degrada- 
tion. 

Hon. Justice Crease rem.irkcd that ho 
had given orders at Yalo that Chinamon 
should not have their cues taken oil and 
tho order had been entered on tho calen- 
dar. 

Hon. Ju.'itico McCreight thought tliat 
the gaol autliorilioa would not do anything 
of the sort after their altaiition had boon 
called to tlio matter. Tho oironoo com- 
mitted by prisoner was a grave one as Jio 
had been in a position of trust. The sen- 
tence therefore could not be a light one. 

T!ie Chief Justice wanted to know on 
what autiiority Cbiuanion'a cues were 
taken of]' in the penitentiary- 

Hon. Justice Crease — On the authority 
of tho Warden, Mr. McBrido. 

Hon. Justice Walkoni explained why 
this waa doiio which so far aa he had as- 
certained was with a view to eleanlinesa. 

After some coiiaidoralion Hon. Justice 
McCreight reiiuirkod tint thu attention 
of the iiutlioritiea should bo drawn to this 
matter and that it should nut bo done if 
it could be prevented. The priaunor was 
then sentenced to two years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Theodore Eaton on being called on 
slated to tho court that ho had been a 
citizen in Victm'ia fur 10 years and this 
ivaa the first time anything had been 
brought against him. 

His lordship asked if he had anyone 
that ho could call on to testify to his char- 
acter. 

Eaton then called on Mr. .fames Miller, 
who stated that prisoner had been in hia 
employ for two and a half ytara, and 
up to this time' had hoard nothing against 
him. So far aa ho know he Was steady, 
Sober and industrious. 

His lordship, taking this good character 
into consideration would inllict aaentence 
of oighteuii months' imprisonment, with 
hard labor, for thu oU'enco. 

William Clark was the next prisoner 
placed ill the dock. 

l\rr. T. Davie wished to c;dl the atten- 
tion of the Loi.it to the fi^et that the 
prisoner had been only found guilty of a 
common assault by the jury, and that 
there had been mi inteniiDii of cutting 
and wounding. He referred to Ida previ- 
ous good clniractor and youth, iiid tho re- 
spectability of hia |)arenta, and lio[)ed 
that the selitenco inlliotod would bo u 
lenient ono. 

Tho Chief Justice referred to tho fre- 
quent recurrence of tho crimo^of using a 
knife and tho bad habits of those who 
were guilty of so doiii.g. 

Hon. Justice ftlcCreight in passing soii- 
tenco said that the jury had taken a very 
merciful vii:W uf ihu oirunce. He felt it 
to bu hi.i duty to aenteiice the priaoiier to 
1)110 year's imprisonment with hard labor. 
He sincerely hoped that at the expiration 
fif tho year the priaunor would profit by 
tho lea.'ioii which had been taught him. 

Mr. Davio asked that the three months 
which prisuiior had already served in jail 
should bo counted as part of tho sentence. 

His lordship, however, could not grant 
this, and said that tho sentonce therefore 
must begin from the present time. 

Wang Foon, convicted of manalaugiiler 
was tho last prisoner on tho docket, and 
in bis case j\lr. Davio stated that ho had 
several questioua to raiso in arrest of 
judgment. Tho indictment waa road 
over .iiid tho learned cuunsol conlondod 
that a verdict of nianslaughtor could not 
bo brought in under it. 

Hia lordahip remarked that ho had told 
the jury that if death waa accelerated by 
tho wounded man being thrown out of 
the liouao, » verdict of manslaughter 
might bo brought in; but be might' have 
put it as murder. Ho had placed tho 
matter in as favorable a light as posaiblo 
before tho jury. Ho would refuse to 
reserve aiiy point of exception to his rul- 
ing, aa it was now too lato to take any 
excoption, 

Mr. Dttvie then dsaignod oa errors, 

lat— That tho jury had aeparatod dur- 
ing the trial. Be was prepared to prove 
this by evidence, and in felony no separ- 
tiunVas allowed. 



2nd — The judge who had tried tho caae 
had sat as a court of oyer and torminor 
under a commission issued by tho lieut- 
enant governor in council, as his honor 
had no power to issue such cuinniisaion. 

3rd — The hoii. Juatiee McCreight who 
tried the case by local statute had juris- 
diction only in Cariboo so long as other 
judges are resident at Victoria. 

Hun. Air. Justice Walkum thought that 
a plea should have been put in at tho 
trial to the jurisdiction, or a demurrer 
filed. 

Mr. Davie quoted from Blackatono'a 
conimeiitariea to show that pleas to tho 
jiirisdietion were absolute, and that the 
ubjoctions now taken might bo raised in 
arreat of judgment. 

4tli— Counsel urged that there had been 
no jury process and that the sheriff of 
Vancouver Island had no power simply 
by virtue of his office to return a jury. 

Mr. Davio stated that he did not now 
propoao to arguo the points raised; tho 
argument would occur hereafter. 

Mr. Justice McCreight noted the sev- 
eral objectiona, overruling them, and 
then proceeded to sentence the priaoiier. 

Upon tho prisoner being asked if ho 
had anything to say why suntei.co should 
not bo passed, under his counsers advice 
ho said that he had nothing more to aay. 

His lordship then remarked that tho 
jury in thoir verdict of manslaughter had 
found that prisoner had thrown the de- 
coascd out of tho house into tho street, 
knowing that ho waa in a disabled condi- 
tion and that there was reason to auapect 
ho was still more blaiiioablo. Tlie aontenco 
of the court waa that prisoner alionld re- 
ceive fourteen years in the penitentiary. 

Mr. Da\ ie asked that the prisoner bo 
detained in custody hero and not aont to 
to tho penitentiary till tho question of ar- 
rest of judgment could be decided. If 
any of his points were successful it would 
result in a ofiiirc de nueu. 

The Chief Justice could not see why 
the aentencu should not go on. 

Hon. Justice McCreight lepliud that 
there was nothing to prevent the sentence 
taking its course. 

The prisoner was then removed from 
tho dock. 

AFTERNOON & EVENING SITTING 
waa occujjiod with the Salt Spring Island 
cattle maiming case against a man named 
Tossier. Mr. C. B. Brown waa choaen 
foreman of the jury. A largo number of 
witneseas were examined for tho prosecu- 
tion, the evidence being very similar to 
that adduced at tho aaaizes a year ago. 
Tho caae for tho proaeeutioii closed lato 
in the ovoning, after which several wit- 
B oases wore oxaminod by Mr. T. Davio 
for tho defence. 

Mr. T. Davio addressed (ho jury at 
some length for tho defonco. He charac- 
terized the evidence of Englebritsen, the 
principal witness for tho prosecution-, as 
utterly untrustworthy and unreliable, 
and waa convinced that the jury would 
take that view of auch evidence and ac- 
({uit tho unfortunate prisoner who had 
been put to such inconvenience and ox- 
pouse and who had never shirked but had 
courted a tri-il. 

Mr. Harrison replied on behalf of the 
crown, and stated that tho theory of tho 
dofenco waa a bad ono. It sought to 
fasten the otl'onco on Englobritaen; that 
he either committed tho deed singly or in 
concert with aomebody. Tho learned 
counsel reviewed the evidence in detail, 
and contended that it was sufficient to 
secure a conviction against the prisoner 
Tcsaior. 

His lordship summod up with groat 
care. Tho evidence was sifted on both 
sides very thoroughly and shortly after 
midnight the case was sent to the jury.

"How •inUch,.ffir, do 
you cam per annum, if you have been 
robbed at such' a rate, without discov- 
ering It for ton y('ar:s1" tho prisoner's 
counsel asked. "Your qinj.stion," Dr. 
Evans re])iied, is hardly fair; but 1 
havo no objection to aay that my in- 
come is largo enough to jirevent niy 
missing tlie loss of 100,000 francs n 
year." Williamson, M is stated, has 
lived on an extravagant scale for years, 
and there wa.s, therefore, no cxcu.se for 
Dr. Evana rcniaiiiiiig so long ignorant 
of Iiis diHlione.sty. Taking tliia^ view, 
the jury accompanied their verdict of 
guilty with extenuating circuniatancoa, 
and the sentence was three years ini 
prisonraont only.

It did not 
appear the agroomont had boon fully car- 
ried out, as an assault had boon commit- 
ted, as alleged, on tho recently sold wifo 
of the prisoner. . , <r .„ 

At Uanley a serious accident 'occurred. 
About 300 niembora of tlieSalvationArmy 
asaeinbled in tho property room of tho 
Imperial Circus fur private prayer before 
tho ordinary service comiiieiicod, when 
without a moment's notice, tho flooring 
gave way, and with the oxcuptiou of two 
persons, all were precipitated to the 
ground floor, a fall of about ton feet. 
Tho scone that ensued waa iiuloscribablo. 
It was found that over thirty people were 
seriously hurt, though no fat.-d eiaea are 
yet reported. The crios of the aufforora 
were dreadful, and in tho adjoining cir- 
cus, where tho people wore gradually col- 
lecting, it waa with groat clifliculty that 
another dia.aster was provented. Shortly 
afterwards, in tho general excitement, 
aomo ono attempted to turn tho gas on, 
but accidentally turned it oil", and a ter- 
rible scene Qf...panic . ensued. After a 
time something like order was. cestgro^, 
and the services wore continued, Ulie' in- 
jured persons having been removed .to'; 
their homes in cabs. • ■ ' 

Tho daughter of a member of tho Brit- 
ish Parliament from West Cornwall mot 
with a terrible accident two weeks ago 
while visiting St. Michael's Mount. She 
was olimbing on the eastern parapet, and 
by reason of tho great force of tho wind 
lost her balance and foil. She grasped 
somo of the decorative masonry in falling, 
but thia gave way and she plunged a dis- 
tance of forty feet over tho battlements. 
When found, both of horarms wero badly 
fractured, but otherwise alio waa un 
hurt. Her recovery ia altogether proba- 
ble. 

A lady of high degree was arrested last 
week in Paris for drunken and disorderly 
conduct in the streets, which alio ex- 
plained thus: " She had carried out tho 
advice of :, .1 frjend in preserving her fur 
cloak frdrii moths by storing it during tho 
summer in an empty spirit cask. When 
the garment was taken out again to be 
worn, tho cold and fumes from tho cloak 
made her "giddy," alie said, and that waa 
tho reason why. The "agont" who ar- 
rested her siiid that "she smelt of alcohol 
at fifteen paces," Lotus hope our ladies 
will stick to camphor gum, if this ia to bo 
the result of a spiritual troatnioiit.

They are said to havo crossed tho brooks 
and rivers in thoir course during tho 
night by making themselves into a mov- 
ing bridge— eaon an intal seizing the tail of 
of tho one in front of him with hia tooth, 
and so swimming across; and on arrival 
at the other side they throw tlioniaelvea 
upon tho crops and devoured tlicni. An- 
other lime they eU'ected tho paaaago of tho 
■Yellow River. "
